Every 
election has demonstrated beyond argument that 
America is overwhelmingly committed to the policy 
of tariff protection. If that la the case, the Central 
West would far better in a material way to cease its 
somewhat futile fight against constantly mounting 
tariff duties, and plunge in to get for itself what It 
can in the way of protection. It should demand 
higher duties upon cattle and bidet. It should in­ 
sist that the tariffs upon corn and rye be raised. At 
this time South America ta preparing to invade the 
domestic American market with corn, and It has 
been disposing ot millions of bushels of its surplus 
here during the last two years. 
Russia la looking 
longingly towards the United States to market its 
rye. Unless tile Corn Belt farmer la protected against 
imports of corn and rye, the prices of both of these 
commodities will fall.

There are a billion dollars worth of agricultural 
products brought Into the United States every year. 
They replace produce 
raised on 
American farms. 
With cheaper labor, and in many instances cheaper 
land, Europe and South America can afford to pay 
transportation charges, insufficient tariff duties, and 
still sell profitably in these domestic American* mar­ 
kets. It Ut this vast stream of farm products from 
fdkeign shores which tends to depress 
the 
prices 
which the American farmer receives for his grain 
and other produce. 
Under the present Fordney-McCumber tariff law, I 
more than a score of items of agricultural produc- j 
Hon receive no protect km. Just to mention a few of 
the more outstanding there is molasses, or black 
strap, from which commercial alcohol is manufac­ 
tured. 
It deprives the farmer of a market for his 
•oft and cheaper grades of corn, which in turn In­ 
fluences the prices paid for the better grades of corn. 
Then there is copra, from which butter and lard 
substitutes are made.

TEMPTING PEOPLE TO VIOLATE LAW. 
The American people have demonstrated on more 
than ant occasion that they do not approve of en­ 
trapment. They do not believe that it is the prov­ 
ince of a law enforcement officer to tempt a man to 
violate the law, who without their encouragement 
would not do so. end then seek to convict him of 
such violation. 
The innate antipathy to acta of such character was 
shown in Chicago a few days ago where a book deal­ 
er was acquitted on a charge of having sold aa ob­ 
scene book, when it was nhowrn that the head of the 
Vigilance society had sought to buy the book from 
the defendant, who did not have it. but who agreed 
to obtain it. 
He did so and when the purchaser 
called for it the book man was arrested. The testi­ 
mony further showed that the society received a fifty 
per cent split on all fine* collected through it* ac- 
i ttvitiea. Tho Jury deliberated only twenty minutes. 
Fair minded people despise sneaks. They admire 
a shrewd detective, who matches his wit against that 
of the crafty criminal and brings the latter within 
i the grip of the law. Deceit must at times be used 
in apprehending and obtaining evidence against such 
people and la of course legitimate. The people who 
are entrapped, however, are not as a rule professional 
criminals and the acta with which they are general­ 
ly charged are misdemeanors and not felonies. They 
are in most cases cheap offenders and the fellows 
who ley traps for them and catch they are even 
cheaper. 
In the Chicago case the book dealer waa not vio­ 
lating the law. tor he did not have the contraband 
volume. Perhaps he never would have had it had it 
not been called for by the qepresentatlve of the Vigil­ 
ance society, who instead of protecting the morals of 
the people of t' » city was tempting one of them to 
violate the law. perhaps unwittingly. The American 
spirit rebels at such tactics and in most cases ex­ 
hibits contempt for those who engage in them. 
The practice of making such arrangements as that 
under which the Vigilance society was shown to be 
working should never be tolerated, for almost In­ 
variably they lead to corruption. Tar the sake of the 
reward agents are liable to arrange “plants" on In­ 
dividuals. and those who will engage in such work 
tar the money there is in It are In the very nature of 
things not to be relied upon. For the protection of 
the public, law enforcement should be In the hands 
of those who are regularly named for such work and 
who receive stated salaries for doing It.
